FLOC brings pressure campaign to S.D.

SAN DIEGO — Baldemar Velasquez, president of the 
Farm Labor Organizing Committee, carried his national 
Corporate Campaign to San Diego’s Padre Serra Center 
March 8. He hopes to exert more pressure on the 
Campbell Soup Co. to negotiate a contract with farm 
laborers in Ohio and Michigan. 


According to FLOC, the Campbell cannery tells’ 
growers how much it will pay for each pound of food 
delivered, and this price determines what the grower can 
pay for harvesting it. About 3,000 cucumber and tomato 
harvesters, including six-year-olds, earn an average of 
$2.60 an hour, Velasquez said. 


HIS APPEARANCE in San Diego was sponsored by 
the diocesan Peace and Justice Commission and San 
Diego Friends of Farmworkers. 


The corporate campaign aims to influence Equitable 
Life and Prudential Insurance executives on Campbell’s 
board of directors to pressure the cannery to begin 
collective bargaining with the Midwest laborers, he said. 


‘‘Organizations that are friends of farm workers can 
help by asking their members investing in these insurance 
companies to stop doing business with them unless their 
directors support FLOC’s efforts to organize the farm 
workers,’’ Velasquez said. 


HE CITED the Northern Conference of [Illinois 
Methodists with $32 million in pension funds invested in 
Equitable Life. ‘“They are negotiating with the insurance 
company in behalf of FLOC,”’ he added. ‘‘Our campaign 
will continue until we get Campbell Soup Co. to negotiate 
or until the insurance company directors withdraw from 
the cannery,” he said. 


FLOC has support groups in nine major cities in the 
United States, Velasquez said. Its representatives are 
lobbying in the Ohio legislature for laws to ‘‘protect the 
collective bargaining agreement we hope to win,” 
Velasquez said. ‘‘Without these laws, the corporation can 
take away what they once gave us.”’ 


The Ohio-based labor organization’s six-year boycott 
of Campbell Soup Co. products has yielded some results, 
Velasquez said. Last summer the company built five 
labor camps near Toledo, ‘‘but there are 200 other camps 
where workers live in squalid conditions,’’ he said. 


THE COMPANY has also set up three day-care 
centers for 120 of the 3,000 children who need them, he 
added. 

In 1978, 2,000 farm workers walked off the tomato 
fields contracted to Campbell Soup Co., FLOC literature 


states. The laborers demanded a.guaranteed minimum 
wage, an end to pesticide spraying while workers were in 
the fields, outdoor plumbing in their shack and work-site 
toilets. 


The FLOC-organized strike brought some growers to 
negotiate, but the large canneries, including Campbell’s, 
refused. 


Velasquez said he began working in the fields of the 
South and Midwest at age six. He and his father founded 
FLOC in Toledo in 1967. 


‘“‘THE DIOCESAN Peace and Justice Commission 
endorses FLOC’s consumer boycott of the Campbell 
Soup Co. and the right of farmworkers to negotiate with 
the corporation,’’ Ellen Smith, commission member said. 

‘‘We encourage the people of San Diego to support 
FLOC and the boycott,’’ she said. 


Italian court sets trial for 
suspected assassin plotters

ROME (NC) — An Italian court has set May 27 as the 
starting date for the trial of three Bulgarians and five 
Turks accused of plotting to assassinate Pope John Paul II 
in 1981, a court spokesman said March 13. 


Selection of six jurors and six alternate jurors for the 
trial began March 12, the spokesman said. Two judges 
are to preside over the trial in the First Criminal Court in 
Rome, the same court that convicted Turkish terrorist 
Mehmet Ali Agca to life imprisonment in 1981 for 
shooting the pope. 


AN INVESTIGATION that began in 1982 resulted in 
the indictments last fall of Agca and seven alleged co- 
conspirators. According to the indictment report, the case 
against the accused is based largely on testimony provided 
by Agca after he decided to cooperate with investigators. 


The three Bulgarians worked for their government in 
Italy at the time of the shooting, in which the pope and 
two American women were wounded. Among the 
Bulgarians is Sergei Antonov, former director of 
Bulgaria’s national airline in Rome. He has been under 
arrest in Italy since November 1982. 


In addition to Agca and Antonov, only two of the other 
accused, both Turks, are expected to be present for the 
trial. They are Omer Bagci, accused of furnishing the gun 
used in the shooting, and Musar Celebi, accused of 
plotting the attack with Agca and others. Both are being 
held in a Rome prison. 
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Catholics at odds 
over ‘chastity law’

WASHINGTON (NC) — The U.S. Catholic 


Conference and Catholics for a Free Choice have taken 
opposite sides in a legal challenge to the federal program 
for assisting pregnant teen-agers. 

In a friend-of-the-court brief submitted to U.S. District 
Court in Washington, the USCC denied there is anything 
unconstitutional about the Adolescent Family Life Act, 
which authorizes the government to provide grants to 
religious and other social service agencies serving 
pregnant adolescents. 


CATHOLICS FOR a Free Choice and other religious 
groups backing legal abortion, however, said the 
government program violates the First Amendment’s ban 
on establishment of religion. 


Often dubbed the ‘‘chastity’’ law, the program 
provides grants to agencies aimed at promoting ‘‘self- 
discipline and other prudent choices’’ to the problems of 
adolescent pregnancy. The law establishing the program 
explicitly refuses funds to abortion-promoting agencies. 


The American Civil Liberties Union in 1983 filed suit 
against the program, saying it violated separation of 
church and state by promoting religious views. 


IN ITS BRIEF, completed in December but released 
March 13, the USCC argued that ‘‘the Supreme Court 
has stressed that a declaration of unconstitutionality 
should occur only when, by realistic measure, the state is 
clearly and directly involved in religion.”’ 


‘‘The Adolescent Family Life Act does not remotely 
approach an ‘establishment of religion,’’’ said the USCC, 
public policy arm of the U.S. bishops. 


“By including religious organizations in this statute, 
the Congress did nothing more than recognize that ‘non- 
profit religious organizations have a role to play in the 
provisions of services to adolescents,’’’ the brief added, 
quoting from congressional documents. ‘‘Thus, the 
reference to religious organizations...did not imply 
congressional endorsement of any particular faith.”’ 


BUT IN ANOTHER friend-of-the-court brief, filed 
Feb. 25, Catholics for a Free Choice and other church- 
related groups said that while they too are involved in 
helping pregnant adolescents they cannot participate in 


the grants because the program denies funds to 
organizations involved in abortion or abortion 
counseling. 

The act ‘‘violates the fundamental constitutional 


principle of neutrality among religious denominations,”’ 
the brief said. Placing ‘‘restrictions on grantees based on 
their view of abortion limits the potential grantees to 
certain religious denominations,”’ it said.

“TRIPLE ATTACK’ — The president of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference has asked all 
members of Congress to vote against funding 
of the controversial MX missile. In a triple 
attack on the administration-backed nuclear 
system, Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago and Archbishop John J. O’Connor of 
New York also called for ‘‘nay’’ votes on the 
MX. Their separate statements and a letter to 
Congress by the USCC president, Bishop 
James W. Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, were 
released simultaneously March 17. 


‘INCONSISTENT POLICY’ — The 
policy toward Salvadorans and Haitians who 
flee to the United States is inconsistent with 
the policy toward refugees from other 
countries and should be changed, said Bishop 
Rene H. Gracida of Corpus Christi, Texas. 
The bishop also said he believes humans rights 
progress has been made in El Salvador and 
that the American people ‘‘have been misled 
to believe that every Salvadoran is shot after he 
returns home’’ — a contention he said is made 
by members of the sanctuary movement, a 
network of churches which assists Central 
American refuges. Bishop Gracida made his 
comments after returning from El Salvador 
and Nicaraguan, where he was one of five 
visiting U.S. bishops. 


JESUIT DIES — Jesuit Father Joseph F. 
Thorning, 88, once called the ‘‘padre of the 
Americas’’ for his knowledge’ of Latin 
America, died March 8 at Mercy Hospital in 
Baltimore. He lived in Frederick, Md. A 
writer, educator and lecturer on Latin 
American affairs, Father Thorning became 
known for urging improved. hemispheric 
relations. 


HE WON‘T ATTEND — Bishop James 
C. Timlin of Scranton said he will not attend 
the University of Scranton’s commencement 
May 26 because he objects to the abortion 
views of House Speaker Thomas P. ‘‘Tip’’ 
O’Neill Jr., D-Mass. O’Neill will receive an 
honorary degree from the Jesuit-run 


university. Bishop Timlin said it is the policy 
of the Scranton diocese for the bishop to avoid 
any appearance of lending support to any pro- 
abortion public figure. 


QUESTION OF RACISM — The 
Vatican’s commitment to ending racism was 
questioned and defended by members of a 
U.N. panel which monitors compliance with 
an international anti-racism pact. The 
Vatican’s permanent observer to the United 
Nations, Archbishop Giovanni Cheli, told the 
panel the Church combats racism locally and 
internationally. Panel member Afhai Shahi, 
former foreign minister of Pakistan, said that a 
Vatican report on its anti-racist efforts 
contained ‘“‘very little’? information on what 
South Africa’s Catholic bishops are doing to 
eliminate apartheid, the country’s system’ of 
racial discrimination. 


‘KEY TO PEACE’ — Religious freedom is 


_a key to peace, a Vatican representative told 


the U.N. Commission on Human Rights 
March 13. Efforts to uphold religious 
expression and religious liberty ‘‘represent a 
contribution to the formation, however slow 
and laborious, of an effective peaceful order in 
the world,’’ said Msgr. Giuseppe Bertello 
during the organization’s 41st session in 
Geneva, Switzerland. Msgr. Bertollo is an 
official of the Holy See’s permanent mission to 
U.N. agencies and other international bodies 
in Geneva. 


K OF C OBJECTIONS — Members of the 
Knights of Columbus have written President 
Reagan objecting to what they say is a 
proposal in the Treasury Department’s tax 
reform plan that would repeal the 
organization’s tax exemption. But a Treasury 
Department spokesman said the proposed 
change targets only the insurance-selling 
activities of fraternal socieities and would not 
affect their tax exemptions as non-profit 
organizations. One Knights’ official, in a letter 
to Reagan, said the proposal ‘‘would seriously 
jeopardize our ability to function and. would 
likely destroy outright many smaller fraternal 
societies.” 


SERRA SPECIAL — A one-hour 
television documentary about the late 
Franciscan Father Junipero Serra, founder of 
the first nine missions in California, is being 
produced by NBC-TV for broadcast May 19.

‘LA MESA — JoAnn Dorado has experienced a sense 
of ‘‘belonging and community” since she completed the 
Rite of Christian Initiation of Adults at Our Lady of 
Grace Church, which culminated in receiving her first 
Communion and Confirmation during last year’s Easter 
Vigil.

CCS of the future: growth may force expansion or relocation

SAN DIEGO — Population growth alone will make 
San Diego County look vastly different by the year 2000. 
Although the future of the area may be difficult to predict, 
population projections indicate the county will grow by 45 
percent between 1980 and 2000. 


During the same time period, the city is expected to 
experience population growth of 30.3 percent, according 
to a Series Six forecast prepared by the San Diego 
Association of Governments and released in the fall of 
1983. 


LEADERS OF Catholic Community Services, a social 
service arm of the San Diego diocese, are studying how 
CCS will respond to the San Diego of the future. 

During the next two years, leaders of the agency will do 
some ‘‘soul searching’ to come up with plans for the 
future, Father Douglas Regin, CCS directer, said. 


‘‘We want to look at the growth in the diocese....Where 
does CCS need to be, what does it need to be doing?’’ 
Father Regin asked rhetorically. 


‘SOUR MAJOR operation is downtown,’’ he said, 
referring to the Cedar Street office, home of CCS since 
1970. 


CCS has not confined itself to downtown — it has 
counseling offices in El Cajon and Escondido and 
emergency services facilities in North County and South 
Bay. It established a satellite office in the Imperial Valley 
as well. ~ 


‘The future may find CCS’s main office in University 
City, Mira Mesa, North County, or some other growing 


area, Father Regin said. 


EXPANSION, RELOCATION and decentralization 
are some of the options being considered ‘‘to position 
ourselves for the 1990s and_beyond,”’ he said. “‘We.don’t 
really have a presence in Otay...in Mira Mesa...in Del 
Mar,’’ he added, but social service needs exist there, too. 
He is also interested in the Golden Triangle (formed by 
Interstate 5 and Highways 805 and 52), ‘‘a growing 
area’’ where CCS may be needed. 


‘The future definitely holds some changes for CCS, he 
added. Father James Mason, who is studying at San 
Diego State for an advanced degree in social work, may 
be associate director of CCS after he finishes school. In 
the meantime, Father Mason will work at CCS with 
separated, divorced and widowed Catholics. 


“‘He and I will be doing some strategic planning,’’ 
Father Regin said. Their plans will be influenced by two 
proposed surveys. CCS is compiling one survey for 
pastors of the diocese and another for the general public. 


THE GOAL is to discover the perceptions both groups 
have of CCS and what they think the social service needs 
of San Diego are. 

The strategic planning committee, which consists of 
members of the CCS advisory and corporate boards, will 
study the results. 

Father Regin thinks the future CCS should be 
“‘decentralized.’? He wants to see ‘‘much more linkage 
with the parishes.’’ He thinks CCS could operate 
efficiently as a ‘‘resource and technical assistance’’

clearinghouse for parish-based programs. ““We would do 
perhaps some special services.’ 


HE THINKS Catholic Community Services should 
encourage and work with ecumenical groups, as it does in 
Oceanside. The Ecumenical Services Center there 
receives organizational support from CCS, he added. 


CCS should not duplicate the efforts of other non- 
Catholic groups, he said. He disagrees with the belief that 
the Church ‘‘should have a Catholic-sponsored and 
operated program for every problem that exists. It would 
be more productive to cooperate with those already 
dealing with social problems, rather than serving ‘‘the 
Catholic elements of those problem populations.”’ 


He hopes CCS can help coalesce the Catholic business 
community into a small business network ‘‘whereby we 
could link up with owners and operators of business to 
provide jobs’’ for the unemployed and underemployed. 


CATHOLICS ARE the second wealthiest religious- 
ethnic group in the United States, he said. ‘‘We are no 
longer a ghetto community....We have to begin to stop 
behaving as if we had no power, we had no pull....We 
have to begin to make the linkages that can really change 
some of the difficulties that some people find themselves 
in — really become our brothers’ and sisters’ keepers.”’ 


Social service agencies have ‘‘traditionally’’ decided 
that money will solve ‘“‘financial issues,’’ however, 
throwing money at a problem has not always proved to be 
the answer, he said. ‘‘We need to be able to set up systems 
that are self-perpetuating.”’ 


CCS should reap the benefits of the small and large 
business expertise available in the Church, he said. With 
the help of successful Catholics, he added, CCS can help 
establish self-sufficient small businesses. 


FOR INSTANCE, if the city expands its convention 
facilities as planned, 10,000 new rooms will be available 
and the job stock will also grow. CCS could lease a major 
restaurant from a Catholic business professional and train 
the unemployed for restaurant work. 

““CCS needs to enter into the free enterprise arena, but 
it needs to have the support of the Catholics with 
resources in the community.’’ The disadvantaged need 
an economic stake in society, he said.

Prayer, fasting and healing 
The Leadership Conference of Women Religious (LCWR 
has called for a national day of prayer and fasting on March 29 
for a ‘‘just’’ solution to the controversy surrounding a group of 
Religious who signed an abortion-related ad in the New York 
Times last October. ; 


In response to the ad, the Vatican has ordered the Religious to 
recant or to leave Religious life. 


The LCWR also said that it wished to see this day as ‘‘a strong 
prayer of intercession’’ for all those persons involved in the crisis. 
It cited leaders of Religious communities, the signers of the 
statement, officials of the Vatican and Archbishop Pio Laghi, the 
Vatican’s ambassador to the United States. 


This suggestion is an excellent one and should be supported 
not only by women Religious but by all of us. There has been a 
good deal of positioning around this issue. Harsh words and 
escalating emotions have not served clarity or charity. Some are 
seeing this issue as more than it is; others are viewing it as less 
than it is. In too many cases, this issue has become a lightining 
rod which is attracting energy flashes from feelings generated by 
other questions and problems. It is time that we remember our 
place as sisters and brothers who serve the same Lord. 


Our diocese will celebrate the Chrism Mass on March 29, at 
Our Mother of Confidence parish. This is a happy coincidence. 
It gives us an opportunity to observe the day of prayer and 
fasting with an especially appropriate liturgy. It is at the Chrism 
Mass that the oils to be used for the sacraments are blessed, 
among them the oil of healing which we use in anointing 
throughout the year. 

May our prayers in dedicating the oil of healing remind us all 
that institutions and groups need healing as well as individuals, 
and that the blessing of healing is given by the Lord alone. 


A national embarrassment 


In a recent press conference, President Reagan’s new 
Secretary of Education let loose with a mix of malarkey and 
maladroit reasoning that was truly astounding. He talked about 
cuts which would knock one million college students out of 
college loan, grant and work-study programs. Under the 
proposed revision, low-income families would be expected to find 
an extra $350 a year from their ‘‘discretionary income”’ to send a 
child to school. One way parents might be able to do this, 
according to Bennett, is by forcing their children to move from 
private colleges to state colleges. 


Minimizing the upheaval which these cuts will cause, Bennett 
further stated that the cuts ‘‘may require, for some students, 
divestiture of certain sorts — stereo divestiture, automobile 
divestiture, three-weeks-at-the-beach divestiture.”’ 


For the Secretary of Education to express such contempt for 
the people he allegedly serves is amazing. For the same person to 
hold up the stereotype of the indolent, idle and fun-loving college 
kid is just plain ignorant. 

As a child from a low-income family, I was able to finish my 
undergraduate education through those loans which Bennett 
wishes to cut. I also worked during the summer and on weekends 
during the school year. True, it would have been cheaper if I had 
not gone to a Catholic college, but that was my choice and I was 
willing to pay for it. 

Many students whom I know are working while attending 
private schools. In fact, one such person works 20 hours a week 
in our office. These students deserve a better understanding than 
Bennett seems able to give them. So do the millions of middle 
class parents who dream of college for their children and worry 
about paying for it.

Creeds synthesize belie 


\ Here is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in English at his 
weekly general audience March 13. 


Today I wish to continue my reflections on catechesis by 
speaking about the Christian creeds. The professions of faith are 
collections of the principal truths of faith which offer a synthesis 
of what the Church believes. The practice of formulating such 
creeds is an ancient one, dating back to the earliest centuries of 
Christianity. The well-known Apostles’ Creed and the Nicene 
Creed are venerable expressions of Christian belief. In our own 
day Pope Paul VI formulated his ‘‘Credo of the People of God’’ 
as a modern expression of the faith of the Church. 


Each proposition of the creed begins with the words ‘‘I 
believe.’’ By saying these words we mean that we accept as true 
the contents of what we profess because we believe that God who 
communicates them is speaking the truth. 


In sacred Scripture we find many instances in which man is 
invited to believe in God, that is, to respond to Him in faith. The 
Second Vatican Council’s Constitution on Divine Revelation points 
out that in the fullness of time it pleased God to make Himself 
known to man by revealing Himself in His Son, Jesus Christ. To 
this act of revelation on God’s part, man responds by freely 
committing himself to God, making the full submission of his 
intellect and will to God who reveals. Man freely assents to the 
revelation given to him by God. 


For the Christian, then, to believe is to respond to God’s 
revelation of himself in the person of Jesus Christ.

‘Clear analysis’ offered 


Recently there was published A Pastoral Statement on the Catholic 
Charismatic Renewal, a document prepared by the bishops’ liaison 
committee with the Catholic charismatic renewal. 


This statement is important and timely. Every Catholic would 
do well to read it carefully, and weigh its wise pastoral 
observations. The clear analysis and-balanced évaluation provide 
a solid basis on which to form a judgment on the charismatic 
renewal. 


Charismatic Catholics will also find the statement helpful, 
inasmuch as it offers several ‘‘pastoral orientations.”’ 


“‘As a movement within the Church,’’ the document begins, 
‘‘the charismatic renewal is rooted in the witness of the gospel 
tradition: Jesus is Lord by the power of the Spirit to the glory of 
the Father.”’ 


It goes on to recall how both Pope Paul VI and our present 
Holy Father have enthusiastically blessed and encouraged this 
renewal in the Church. 


The bishops go on to challenge those who dismiss the entire 
charismatic renewal as insignificant and, at best, optional. 
“Insofar as the charismatic renewal makes its own this primary 
reality of the Gospel (i.e., the words and deeds of Jesus Christ), it 


witnesses to elements of the Good News which are central, not 


optional: the covenant love of the Father, the Lordship of Jesus, 
the power of the Spirit, sacramental and community life, prayer, 
charisms and the necessity of evangelization.”’ 


This spiritual renewal presents the Lord’s call ‘‘to enter into a 
personal relationship with Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior, and 
with the Holy Spirit as the power of God who gives us access 
through Christ to the Father.... (I Tim. 6:16)” ~ 


Blessings received through the charismatic renewal include 
“‘rediscovering the experience of Church, Eucharistic life, the 
sacrament of penance, Mary’s role and the ancient discipline of 
fasting.” 

The statement sets forth the meaning of being baptized in the 
Holy Spirit, and of the spiritual gifts. The charisms are seen as 
“‘gifts given for the community,’’ and the prophetic charisms are 
described as ‘‘foundational,’’ not peripheral. 


This renewal movement has a special appeal for youth, and it 
is also a means of strengthening the family. 


Among the pastoral orientations, there is emphasis on the, 
social imperative (‘“The poor and the needy and afflicted and 
suffering across the world and near at hand all cry out to 
you...’’). We must work for peace and justice if we really love the 
Lord. Leadership training and solid formation programs are 
strongly urged. Ecumenism is encouraged within wise 
guidelines.

In a sense, despite the evocative words of John Donne 
and in no way contradicting them, each person is an 
island, in that each of us at some time in our lives 
experiences feelings of profound isolation — aloneness of 
a person in a crowd. For some of us the condition persists 
for years, even a lifetime. Social behaviorists spend a 
great deal of time and effort trying to decide why this 
happens and how it could be prevented, but it seems to be 
so much a part of the human condition that it is unlikely it 
will ever be wholly eradicated. 


It arises, I believe, from a deep-seated feeling of 
alienness, of being away from where we truly belong. For 
people of faith that is readily explained by saying that, as 
we come from God and are en route back to Him, this 
passage through earthly existence seems like a detour, 
fraught with irrelevancies and problems that draw us 
away from the main way. We look to other people to 
whittle away the aloneness and help us feel part of a group 
or community. Often we will compromise and adapt the 
truth about ourselves to be accepted and have a sense of 
belonging. 


THAT IS why Passion Sunday and the readings from 
Mark’s Gospel are so interesting. What comes through is _ 
a definite awareness of the isolation of Jesus at His great 


Talks with Parents

A family needs kindness and 


Of all the fruits of the Holy Spirit, probably none are 
more welcome in the family than kindness and gentleness. 
In a family where kindness abounds, life is pleasant. 
Members treat each other with respect and dignity which 
fosters an atmosphere of genuine caring. 


When I was interviewing healthy families for my 
coming book on family stress, I was struck by the little 
things that show kindness in the family. Parents are more 
patient, less prone to resort to curt directives and quick 
retorts. 


FAMILY MEMBERS say please and thank you more 
than in other families. They automatically move over and 
make room for others to sit. They ask permission to use 
others’ possessions. They show concern when one 
member is feeling low. In short, they’re kind to one 
another. 


All of these add up to creating a caring family mood, 
which family specialists tell us is the first sign of a healthy 
family. Some families operate with a mood of optimism 
and ease while others operate with a mood of negativism 
and disharmony. 

I have found that many families unintentionally fall 
into a habit of cynicism, unkindness and lack of

time of trial. At this point in His ministry, He has lost the 
favor of the crowds and even the support of His relatives. 
His most fervent disciples have succumbed to their fear of 
the authorities and deserted Him. 


His closest friends were so. out of touch with His 
feelings that they slept selfishly through the hours of His 
intense anguish in the garden of Gethsemane. Even Peter 
proved false, however momentarily. And Judas, one of 
His intimates, so little understood Him that he could 
make a personal profit from arranging His death. 


Jesus’ isolation is intensified when false witness is 
brought against Him and there is no one to speak in His 
defense, no one who cared enough to risk the censure of 
the authorities and his own freedom to stand beside Jesus 
to say, ‘‘You are not alone.”’ 


SURELY ALL this was meant to communicate 
something very important to us quite apart from the 
sacrificial aspect and the theological implications. The 
things that happened to Jesus during His lifetime always 
have special meaning for us as human beings because they 
happened to Him as a human being and there could be 
nothing haphazard about their selection. If He endured 
certain hardships and pain it was because we also may 
expect to have to endure in a similar manner. 


gentleness. They don’t mean to be unkind to one another 
but over time it becomes their style of interaction. 


INSTEAD OF saying, ‘‘Thanks for helping,” they 
say, ‘‘Well, you finally got around to doing something 
around here.’’ Instead of saying, ‘‘That was a good 
dinner, Mom,”’ they say, ‘‘It sure beats what we had last 
night.’’ Over time their style becomes unkind and 
cynical; yet they may not want to be like that. 

To be kind, children have to be taught or socialized. 
Children who have never been socialized, those who are 
reared. in non-human situations, resemble animals in 
their relationships. Part of a family’s function is to 
socialize children but the most fundamental lesson comes 
from children watching their parents interact. 

IF MOM and Dad treat each other with respect, 
kindness and dignity, children grow to believe this is the 
way to treat others. But we have to go beyond modeling 
and actually teach children how to be kind. We do this by 
disallowing unkindness, by affirming generous gestures 
and by insisting that everyone deserves respect. 

Here are some questions for families to reflect upon 
while examining their family mood and level of kindness. 


¢ What example of kindness in our family do I 
remember most in the past year? 


You never walk entirely alone 


It is as though at each step of His path, He looks at us 
and says, ‘I know what it is to be born into the human 
condition. I know how you feel, what you are going 
through. And I, no more than you, could avoid or change 
it.’’ He experienced an appalling isolation at the most 
taxing period of His mission here and to me, at least, that 
says that a sense of isolation, of being alone and 
abandoned is an integral part of human life. Not 
necessarily through anything we may do, nor through any 
personal fault, but because of human self-interest and 
denial of love for each other. 


If even Jesus who was free of selfishness and certainly 
perfect as no other man in love, should experience such 
aloneness and rejection, there is no way that we will not 
— at least at some time in our lives — find ourselves in a 
similar predicament. But we have an advantage that He 
did not have. He had, it is true, an intimate union with 
God, but we have not only our faith that God is with us, 
we have also the certainty that Jesus walks with us 
through our times of Passion eternally fresh from His own. 


IT IS PRECISELY in these times of aloneness that we 
are least alone, that His compassion most strongly seeks 
us out and His patient wisdom tries hardest to 
communicate itself to us. It is a thought to cherish and 
hoard for the ‘‘desert’’ days.

We need to listen to our answers. Things we say and do 
out of habit may be perceived as unkind by others. Then 
it’s just a simple matter of eliminating them from our 
daily life. 


And while we’re at it, let’s add a prayer to daily grace 
that we can become a family of kindness and gentleness. If 
we care enough to pray for it, that’s a good first step. 


Respite — the pause that refreshes | 


Respite: even the saying of it has a lovely sound. We 
don’t use it much; we say ‘‘I need a rest’’ rather than ‘‘I 
need a respite.’’ The dictionary says it is an act of looking 
back, a putting off of that which was appointed. It comes 
from the Latin and French, from the ‘‘act of stopping, 
taking time to look around, to look back.”’ 


A simpler dictionary puts it another way: usually short 
interval for rest or relief. Relief: that’s the more modern 
usage. Respite allows time for a gasp of breath, a chance 
to recharge one’s energies. The Latin ‘‘respicere,’’ ‘to 
glance around, suggests the shortness of time. It is not a 
full rest. But there are periods when a respite is enough, 
the more complete rest can come later. 


THE WORD ‘has acquired another meaning in_ 
sociological terms. Respite is now an official program. In 
one usage, it designates a place and an opportunity for 
daughters, sons, in-laws, to get a brief rest in the seven- 
day, 24-hour caring for an aged parent in the home. The 
burden on such adults is heavy, more so on the woman, 
whom nature and convention have assigned care tasks. 


She takes care of her husband and children. Frequently 
she has to work outside the home. But if she does not, she 
has the added burden, which she often cheerfully accepts 
of caring for the aging parent. That person has special 
needs and requires special care. The question now being 


asked — can a woman do all these jobs, seven days a 
week, morning, noon and night? She can try, but often 
needs a respite, sometime off, a period for recuperation, 
a period to look around. 


So, Respite programs are appearing, which take in the 
aged parent for a few hours, a full day, an afternoon or 
evening. It can take different forms: a day-care center for 
the aged; a meal, some time to visit with other older 
people, a program of games, bingo, cards, 
entertainments. But this column is not on that aspect of it; 
it does ask why Catholic parishes are not more involved 
with something like that. 


INDEED, SOME are, without the formal program; 
they have Golden Age clubs and variations thereof. Why 
not? The pairing of the two is natural. So many have 
unused halls, empty convents, classroom buildings. But 
parish communities should realize their activities have 
double salutary effect. Not only do they provide respite 
for the aged, they do the same for the care-giver. They 
give a chance to breathe, some personal time. There are 
many volunteers out in the parish who can also be used in 
these simple respited projects. They can help ‘‘aged 
parent watching’’ in the home. They can be moderators 
for some of the afternoon programs, take the elderly out 
to shop, on outings. 


The point trying to be made here is that the parish is 
not only the natural setting for these forms of respite. It 


can provide parishioners with an extension of the 
parochial pastoral responsibilities of all. All parishioners 
are called to be keepers of our sisters and brothers. We are 
invited to help heal the sick. The caregiver, feeling 
sometimes trapped in her house, needs that healing also. 
These simplified opportunities for respite can help us 
discharge our stewardship of parochial resources, an 
opportunity to make our parish facilities useful for more 
than Sunday liturgies. 


° 


But ‘‘respite’’ also begins with our individual selves. 
The American disease is busy-ness. We picked that up in 
our injection of Puritan theology from our founding 
fathers. You remember the folk wisdom we had preached 
at us in our Catholic schools: the devil finds work for idle 
hands; early to bed early to rise, makes a man healthy, 
wealthy and wise, etc. 


YET WE need that respite, that moment to lift up our 
heads, to look around. A soft drink company made its 
name initially with the slogan ‘“‘The pause that 
refreshes.’’ No, the personal respite is always necessary. 
It’s already sanctified by the Lord’s practice, who also 
took time to rest. It is a form of prayer, doing absolutely 
nothing but stopping. 


Spiritual writers speak of the prayer at rest. That’s the 
respite, and the creator God built it into our daily needs. . 
‘Why should we deny it to Him by denying it to ourselves? 
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Passion plays need 
thoughtful treatment

The Passion play was a relatively late development of 
medieval religious drama. By the time it appeared (the 
earliest extant text is from the 13th century), most other 
forms of medieval drama — morality plays, mystery 
plays,’ and the great Corpus Christi cycles depicting the 
whole of the biblical history of salvation — were ‘already 
well developed. 


The New Catholic Encyclopedia theorizes that the 
relative lateness of the development of Passion plays 
‘““may very well mean a reluctance to imitate in a fictional 
manner the awesome mystery of Christ’s sacrifice, 
especially since the Mass as the central act of the liturgy 
was itself the actual continuation of that sacrifice.”’ 


GIVEN THE subsequent history of the plays, many 
today would judge this initial hesitancy on the part of our 
medieval ancestors to have been well placed. For the 
Passion play’s history appears, in retrospect, to have been 
intimately connected with the spread of the ‘‘teaching of 
contempt’’ against Jews and Judaism that reached its 
height (depths?) just in the period when Passion plays 
gained widespread popularity. 

No single factor, it may be said, did more to establish 
the deicide charge of the collective responsibility of the 
Jews for the death of Jesus as an integral part of Western 
Christian culture than the Passion plays. 


It is important, then, to understand the historical 
context of the origins of Passion plays to evaluate their 
role in Christian-Jewish relations. Scholars agree that the 
period of the 13th to the 15th centuries represents. a 
turning point (and not for the better) in Christian 
attitudes toward Jews and Judaism. While the Patristic 
age saw the development of the anti-Judiac theology so 
powerfully distilled — for example, in the fulminations of 
Saint John Chrysostom — recent scholarship has noted 
that this theology existed in the context of relatively 
amicable relations between the Jewish and Christian 
communities as a whole. 


The tradition of the Passion play developed in the midst 
of the ugliest period of Christian mistreatment of Jews. It 
was a period which saw increasing violence perpetrated 
against Jews. The escalation of violence was, in turn, 
rationalized by an escalation of verbal rhetoric and 
charges against Judaism, which precipitated further 
violence in a vicious cycle of destruction. 


It would seem that the Passion play both reflected and 
became a part of this tragic cycle, especially on the 
popular level where it served to confirm in the people’s 
mind the central tenet of the teaching of contempt — the 
deicide charge. Passion plays developed not only as part 
of the larger movement of medieval religious drama, but 
out of the liturgy of Good Friday itself, out of the 
dramatized ‘‘homiletic’’ readings of the Passion 
narratives. 


The only extant texts of Passion plays in. Latin, the 
Benedikbeuren manuscripts from 13th century Germany, 
already include two lyrical compositions originally

attached to the Good Friday veneration of the cross. 


These are forms of the lyrical planctus or ‘‘lament’’ of 
the Blessed Mother sung by a cleric after the unveiling of 
the crucifix. The lines of the planctus ante nescia are typical: 
“‘Oh the zeal, Oh the crime of this hateful race (of Jews) 
and Oh the animal-like hands of those crucifying you. 
...What crime, what shameful thing this barbarous people 
commits. He is made to suffer chains, beatings, wounds, 
spittings, crown of thorns, though He is innocent...Oh 
blind deplorable race, repent!’’ 

It is no wonder, then, as Léon Poliakov reports in 
History of Anti-Semitism (New York: Schocken Press, 
1974, p. 130), that cities such as Frankfurt and Freiburg 
had to order special measures in the 15th century for the 
protection of the ghetto during the production of Passion 
plays, or that in 1539 the performance was canceled in 
Rome, ‘‘for it had been regularly followed by the sacking 
of the ghetto.”’ 


Given this history, it is no wonder that so many of the 
Passion plays currently produced in Europe and the 
Americas continue to be accused of stereotyping Jews and 
Judaism and falsely portraying the biblical accounts. 


A recent survey by the American Jewish Committee of 
six major Passion plays annually produced in the United 
States for large audiences ‘revealed that five of the six 
continue all the worst elements of the medieval tradition, 
and often even embellish on those traditions with anti- 
Jewish ‘stereotypes of more recent vintage. (The sixth 
play, the only one performed under Catholic auspices, is 
currently under revision, and there are hopes that it may 
serve as a model for other Passion plays.) 


It is possible, of course, to depict the Passion in a way 
which authentically evokes the events of Jesus’ death and 
resurrection without triggering the anti-Semitic image of 
Jews as ‘“‘Christ-killers.’’ To do this, one has to begin 
with a reasonably secure knowledge of what the gospel 
accounts actually say with reference to Jesus’ Passion. 
This is not so automatic as may appear at first blush, since 
we carry so many preconceptions with us from the past 
when we approach the text. There is always the danger of 
projecting anti-Semitism into Passion plays. 

For example, most Passion dramas tend to have ‘‘the 
Pharisees’’ as major actors in the event, even though they 
do not appear in the gospel accounts themselves (except in 
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the Gospel of Luke, where their role is trying to warn 
Jesus of the plot against his life). 


Likewise, the holding of a formal Sanhedrin trial 
(recounted only in Matthew and Mark) is very doubtful, 
and is mentioned in neither Luke nor John. Finally, the 
image of Pilate as a well-intentioned, even benign ruler 
that one sees in most Passion plays is historically 
erroneous. In fact, Pilate was a bloodthirsty tyrant who 
crucified hundreds of Jews. 


In 1968, the Secretariat for Catholic-Jewish Relations 
of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops issued a 
statement giving general guidelines for the evaluation and 
performance of Passion plays based on the principles of 
the Second Vatican Council. This was updated in 1984 
with reference to the 1974 Vatican guidelines for 
Catholic-Jewish relations and the U.S. bishop’s own 
statement of November 1975. Catholic theologian 
Leonard Swidler has worked this material into the form of 
a list of eight handy ‘‘guidelines,’’ excerpted here. The 
full text is available from the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith (823 United Nations Plaza, New York, NY 
10017). 


¢ The play should avoid creating the impression that most 
Jews of Jesus’ day willed his death, or that Jews as people 
are responsible for it. 


e The play should avoid depicting Pilate — who history 
shows was a ruthless tyrant and a perverter of justice — as 
an innocent and kindly bystander. 


© The play should not speak of the ‘‘old’’ testament or 
covenant. God’s covenant with the Jewish people has 
never been revoked by God. The Jews remain ‘‘people of 
God.”’ f 


¢ The play should not give exclusively to enemies of Jesus 
recognizably Jewish or Hebrew Bible names. 


© The play should not give the impression that most of 
Jesus’ enemies were Pharisees, or that all Pharisees 
opposed Jesus (e.g., Nicodemus). 


¢ Jesus and his followers should look and act like the Jews 
they were, and his opponents should not be cast as ugly 
stereotypes of Jews. 

e The play must not depict Jesus as opposed to the Law 
(Torah). 

© The play should not leave us with thoughts of suspicion 
or feelings of disdain for Jesus’ people, the Jews. Rather, 
it should make Christians grateful that we have been led 
to the one true God, the God of Israel, through the Jew, 
Jesus.

The sun will soon rest on the 
horizon. The flood tide of a day’s 
activities is ebbing. A calm enfolds 
the abbey. The monks silently 
gather. A young monk reads a few 
lines from the sayings of the 
desert fathers: 

‘Theophilus of holy memory, 
bishop of Alexandria, journeyed 
to Scete, and the brethren coming 
together said to Abbot Pombo: Say 
a word or two to the bishop, that 
his soul may be edified in this 
place. The elder replied: If he is 
not edified by my silence, there is 
no hope he will be edified by my 
words.” — 

Now the monks file into the 
church. A bell rings and the an- 
cient service of Compline pro- 
ceeds. Finally, the lights fade. 
Two solitary candles shadow the 
folds of her mantle and ‘caress the 
smooth cheeks of the medieval 
Madonna. The final strokes of the 
evening Angelus lose themselves 
in the surrounding hills. Night has 
come. 

Creation has given up its ac- 
tivities. It is time for the monk 
who has entered into God’s 
established rhythm to be quiet and 
rest. 


I cannot say how many times I 
have been asked: Do you still take 
a vow of silence? Actually, Trap- 
pist monks never took a vow of 
silence. But we do have rules or 
agreements on silence in the 
monastery — valued by a group 
of persons living together and still 
seeking the context in which to 
be at one with themselves and to 
commune with God. 


God does indeed speak to us 
through all the events of life, 
through all the persons we en- 
counter. God is in the mighty 
wind, the earthquake, the fire — 
in all. 

But God’s voice is subtle, even 
though it thunders louder than all 
the voices of creation. Two could 
sit in the warm morning sun, 
listening to the bright morning 
calls of chickadees, robins and fin- 
ches. One might hear only the 
rich melodies, while the other, 
who had perhaps sat that morning 
in the quiet and attuned his inner 
ear to the divine voice, hears a 
message of ineffable love: 

‘‘Look at the birds in the sky. 
They do not sow or reap, they 
gather nothing into barns; yet 
your heavenly Father feeds them. 
Are not you more important than 
they?’’ (Matthew 6,26)

In the quiet, whether we listen 
to the creation around us, the ci- 
ty’s noises, the words of revela- 
tion or the deepest stirrings of our 
hearts, we begin to perceive a 
voice too often lost in the static 
of life. 

In the quiet spaces, the monk 
hears God. He also hears someone 
else. He hears himself — his true 
self. 

Happiness consists in knowing 
what you want, then knowing 
you have it or are on the way to 
getting it. We have to know 
ourselves to know what we want. 

Ultimately, it is when we see 
ourselves reflected back in God’s 
all-loving eyes that we truly know 
ourselves with our infinite poten- 
tial for beauty, for life, for truth, 
for love. In the quiet we come to 
know ourselves and what we truly 
want. 


In the calm and silent moments of our 
lives, writes Father Basil Pennington, we 
can become attuned to the sounds of God. 


And we can hear the murmurs of our deepest 
selves.

In the monastery there are silent 
times: the “‘great silence’ of the 
night, times of prayer, study, 
reading, rest. And there are silent 
places: the cloisters, reading 
rooms, cell. 

If you want the value of this in 
your life you will need to find or 
create places of quiet, to agree on 
times of quiet. It might be a quiet 
time in the morning until 
breakfast, an hour or two in the 
evening or a few hours on Sunday 
afternoon when each is left free 
to read, pray, reflect, write. 

This is not impossible with 
children. They can be put to quiet 
games. And for teen-agers, a struc- 
ture to discover the sounds of 
silence can be a gift that is 
perhaps at first not welcomed, but 
for which, as for dry wine, a taste 
develops. 


The individuality of all children 
should, of course, be respected. If 
they cannot enter into the quiet, 
they should be asked at least to 
respect the needs of others. Role 
modeling by parents in this regard 
is very important.

The basic human need for 
balance between times of stimula- 
tion by sound and quiet times can 
go unrecognized, becoming a 
cause of much stress and strain.

Searching for 


the quiet

A police chaplain who worked 
in a parish and moonlighted as a 
hospital chaplain told me once 
that his busy schedule actually 
helped him keep in touch with 
God. He explained that his work 
was his prayer because he brought 
his mind and hands to the task, 
but looked to his heart for the 
reasons. 


Last year I did a lot of train 
travel in the New York-New 
Jersey area. I found myself waiting 
on platforms on some terrific 
summer evenings. I would think 
about my day in terms of how 
well I had related to others and 
whether I[ had done anything to 
build up God’s kingdom. On a lot 
of those days I found myself pro- 
mising to do better with the next 
sunrise. 

In the winter I rode a bus 
through Newark, N.J., and 
wondered if I had done anything 
during the day that had meaning 
for my fellow passengers. 


Each person lives 10,080 
minutes a week. No more, no less. 

While most of us tend to be 
relatively careful money managers, 
we are probably less careful of 
time, even though minutes. are 
finite. Once they’re spent they 
cannot be recaptured. 

That’s why I find it important 
to develop a plan for “‘spending”’ 
time and to consider ways of ‘‘in- 
vesting” it. 


Is it possible to find time for 
reflection and prayer in a fast- 
paced, action life? What chance is 
there for those of us living in a 
world of work? 

Each day we are hit with a bar- 
rage of words, pictures, people, 
distractions, demands. A way is 
needed to penetrate that activity 
to find our inner core — the spirit 
that makes us unique and that 
moves us to act. 

To do that, it’s important to 
break with some demands of the 
moment. The first step is 
planning. 

Consider leaving a little early 
for work. Drive to your destina- 
tion without playing the car radio. 
Park the car and give yourself a 
few minutes to think, to pray. 

Are there a few minutes before 
or after lunch? What about the 
end of the day, while others rush 
home? Could this be a time to 
linger a few minutes in thought? 

Using such times for prayerful 
reflection can be habit-forming. 
Once a habit develops it is easier 
to find time for it. 


The key to capturing time is an 
ability to focus. y 

The blaring radios, the hustle of 
activity all around need to be put 
aside. Focus on what you are 
about and where you are really 
going. Ask yourself those ques- 
tions regularly; the answers may 
begin to surprise you. 

Find ways to save time, ways 
that remind you to pray. Just set- 
ting the breakfast table before go- 
ing to bed at night can yield an 
extra free minute in the morning. 

Check out different methods of 
prayer until you find one that ap- 
peals to you and helps you 
develop a perspective. That prayer 
style is probably right for you. 

The key is to make the time. 
Then attempt to move closer to 
God, or perhaps just allow God to 
move closer to you. 

Try to place yourself in the 
presence of the Lord. Don’t work 
at feeling anything in particular. 
Listen. Don’t expect anything 
dramatic. God doesn’t work that 
way — with most of us anyway. 

But if you are consistent, I 
think you will find yourself being 
restored. 

And you may well find that this 
reminds, you how much you are 
worth, in light of God’s care for 
you, just as it reminds you of the 
worth of everyone else you en- 
counter from the shopping-bag 
woman to the executive to the 
president of the country.

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An epic story of sin and conversip

One evening King David decid- 
ed to take a stroll on the roof of 
his palace and enjoy the cool 
breeze. The events that took place 
after that stroll constitute one of 
the Bible’s great stories of sin and 
conversion. 

From the roof, David happened 
to see a beautiful neighbor. Con- 
sumed with desire, he sent for 
her. ‘“When she came to him, he 
had relations with her’ (2 Samuel 
11,4). 

Some time later, the woman, 
whose name was Bathsheba, sent 
word to David that she was preg- 
nant. This presented a dilemma. 
For her husband was away, 
fighting in David’s army. It would 
eventually become obvious that 
Bathsheba had been unfaithful 
during his absence. 


David dispatched a message to 
his general mandating a furlough 
for the husband, Uriah, who could 
stay with Bathsheba while home. 
Her condition then would not 
need explanation. 

However, David did not reckon 
with Uriah’s character. Uriah 
refused to enjoy the comforts of 
home while his friends were 
fighting and dying. He insisted on 
camping at the palace gate with 
the officers stationed there. 

David was cornered. He decided 
on a desperate plan. 

Uriah was sent back to the bat- 
tlefield with a message instructing 
his commander to put him in the 
front line where he almost cer- 
tainly would be killed. And he 
was. : 

The king now had compounded 
adultery with murder, but had 
saved face. 

One man was not fooled by 


these maneuvers. That was the 
prophet Nathan. He came to 
David with a little parable. 

It concerned a man who had 
only one little lamb, a cherished 
pet. His rich neighbor had ‘‘herds 
in great numbers.’’ One day the 
rich man had a visitor and, in- 
stead of slaughtering one of his 
lambs for dinner, ‘“‘he took the 
poor man’s ewe lamb and made a 
meal of it.” 

On hearing that, David shouted, 
“The man who has done this 
deserves death!’ Nathan respond- 
ed: ‘“‘You are the man!’ He went 
on to predict dire punishments for 
the king. 

“Then David said to Nathan, ‘I 
have sinned against the Lord.’”’ 
Nathan answered: “‘The Lord on 
his part has forgiven your sin; you

Realistically, there is no way I 
have time for that walk. A half- 
hour, after all, becomes a-lot of 
time out of a busy schedule. I 
have to work and my work is 
time-consuming. So I learned to 
make the time. 

Time has been only half the 
problem. Finding relatively quiet 
places has been equally difficult. 
We live in buildings run by 
machines, use machines for.our 

x0 are transported by 
machines and use machines to 
prepare our food. They’re all 
great and have freed us from lives 
of drudgery. 

But these machines create a 
constant din — from the hum of 
the refrigerator or computer to

Conversion was at the heart of 
Jesus’ preaching — conversion of 
a radical type.

And St. Paul captured the im- 
plications of this call in his plea to 

r the Romans: ‘‘Do not conform to 

this age, but be transformed by 

the renewal of your mind, so that 
ou Pay know what is God’s will, 
what is good, pleasing and 

1 perfect’? (Romans 12:2).

The soft sounds 


the clatter of trucks and buses. 
For health, sanity and simple well- 
being we need a break from it. 

We need some time away from 
the amplified and echoed sounds 
of machine-aided living. In my 
case, the regional parks provide 
respite from traffic and din. 

To my surprise, I found many 


others out on the park trails. 2 


Mothers with youngsters in 
strollers; senior citizens in jogging 
suits; office workers on their 
lunch break. Some move leisurely, 
others go along at a good clip. 
But all seem to relish the softer 
sounds of the park trail. 


Is God found only in silence? 
Must sacred places be silent 
places? Are people who live with 
noise far from God? Can the 
young mother clinging to survival 
and sanity just as her screaming 
children cling to her be religious 
in the best sense? I think so. 

The story of creation describes 
how God brought life and its 
sounds into a silent void. From 
the very beginning of Jewish 
history we hear over and over of 
the practice of making a joyful 
noise to the Lord. 

The mother with a screaming 
child practicing acrobatics on her 
knees can well be in touch with 
the sacred. 

But some relative quiet is cer- 
tainly a human need. We have 
created a world of mechanical 
noises louder and more insistent 
than we can bear. We have 
developed the means to amplify 
sound to a level we cannot stand. 
Researchers say the assault is get- 
ting to us. 

Becoming free of those sounds, 
even a little while each day, can 
be restoring. And that human 
restoration, which makes use of 
silence, can be very religious. 

The housebound young mother 
who determines to make it to the 
park for some moments of quiet 
whenever weather permits may be 
making a decision as important to 
her religion as to her mental 
health. 

One friend, a legal secretary, 
spends her breaks in the quiet of 
the firm’s library, away from the 
clatter of typewriters and ringing 
telephones. 

Such attempts to make life more 
humane can be important supports 
to our spiritual quest. For 
anything that assists us in the 
human journey to God can be 
viewed as a part of our religious 
life.

It didn’t take the lawyer long 
to realize what had to be done.

Think for a moment about the 
young lawyer’s predicament: In 
view of her situation, perhaps 
there are some essential ques- 
tions we all must answer. Do 
people have a basic need for 
some quiet time? Is personal time 
for reflection necessary for 
growth? 

Let’s assume that you 
answered yes to both questions 
— and so did the lawyer. Do 
you think her problem was then 
solved? Or was it just recogniz- 
ed? Have you ever felt the need 
to simplify, to reduce the noise 
in your life? 


The difficult part, the lawyer 
discovered, is finding the 
elusive way to carve out a 
portion of each day for 
ourselves. 

In our day-to-day world, there 
are children to raise, bosses to 
please, creditors to pay and 
noise to tolerate. Whether 
we live on a cattle ranch out 
West, on Main Street U.S.A. or in 
an inner city, finding time to 
collect one’s thoughts and call 
upon one’s inner strength can be 
frustrating. 

Think again about the young 
lawyer. How could she turn 
down the noise level in her life? 
If it’s a concern in your life, 
how could you?

dies of heart failure 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (NC) — Bishop George L. 
Leech, retired bishop of Harrisburg, died March 12.in a 
suburban hospital after suffering a heart attack. At 94, he 
was the oldest bishop in the United States. 


Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia was scheduled to 
celebrate the Mass of Christian burial March 16 at St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral in Harrisburg. Bishop William H. 
Keeler of Harrisburg was scheduled to give the homily. 


BISHOP LEECH headed the Harrisburg diocese from 
1935 to 1971. 


A native of Ashley, Pa., he was ordained to the 
priesthood in Philadelphia in 1920. Between 1923 and 
1929 he was secretary to the apostolic delegate in the 
United States, Archbishop Pietro Fumasoni-Biondi. 


He was named auxiliary bishop to Bishop Philip R. 
McDevitt of the Harrisburg diocese in July 1935. Four 
months later Bishop McDevitt died, and Bishop Leech 
was named to head the diocese. 


DURING HIS tenure Bishop Leech helped found the 
Pennsylvania Catholic Conference. He also participated 
in the Second Vatican Council. 


He frequently spoke on the dangers of communism. At 
a 1946 Mass in honor of Harrisburg World War II 
veterans and victims, Bishop Leech told the crowd that 
communism was ‘‘the greatest obstacle to world peace, 
the greatest threat to America’s freedom, (and) the 
greatest element in the making of another world war.”’ 


During the war he stressed the importance of patriotism 
and spiritual values. In a 1942 Lenten pastoral letter, the 
bishop urged members of the diocese to stand by their 
‘spiritual posts’’ while supporting ‘“‘to the full extent of 
our means’’ the defense of the United States. 


HE ADDED that ‘‘when, after this mad and fratricidal 
war, the time comes for nations and peoples to compose 
their enmities and settle down to peaceful ways,’’ the 
ways of Christ ‘‘will have to dominate the peace, or it will 
be no peace.”’ 


Bishop Leech also defended the Church, telling a 1966 
diocesan teachers’ conference that there was too much 
talk about ‘‘what’s wrong with the Church’’ and not 
enough about ‘‘what’s right with it.”’ 


He held a doctorate in canon law from The Catholic 
University of America in Washington. 


Catholics are marrying 
later than Protestants 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — Catholics form ‘‘a 
disproportionate number of the young singles in 
America,’’ said a new report by the Notre Dame Study of 
Catholic Parish Life. 


In a reversal of traditional images, young adult 
Catholics are now marrying later and having fewer 
children than their Protestant counterparts, the report 
added. 


THE REPORT, issued ih February, was the second in 
a bimonthly series aimed at giving an in-depth picture of 
Catholic parish life. 


“While 41 percent of Protestants under age 30 have not 
yet married, 57 percent of Catholics under age 30 have 
not yet married,”’ it said. Among all Catholic adults, it 
said, legally single persons are “somewhere between 31 
percent and 44 percent, depending on whether divorced 
persons have remarried.’’ 


The report called effective ministry for singles one of 
“the most crucial problems American parishes face in the 
1980s.”’ 


LOOKING AT patterns of family size, it said that if 
Hispanics are excluded, the rest of Catholics who have 
ever married average 2.44 children, compared with 2.40 
children for the average Protestant who has ever married. 


Within those general numbers there are cycles, 
however. The report said that Catholics who are now in 
their 70s or 80s had more children than their Protestant 
counterparts, while ‘‘Protestants in their 60s had 
somewhat more children than Catholics.’’

The university president helped organize a 1982 
meeting in Vatican City of 58 scientists, from East and 
West, who endorsed the elimination of nuclear weapons. 
He later brought together leaders of six faiths who 
supported the scientists’ views. He also established an 
Inter-faith Academy for Peace at Notre Dame’s Tantur 
Ecumenical Institute. 

Father Hesburgh’s lecture, sponsored by the Burke 
Lectureship at UCSD, will be held in room 108 of 
Peterson Hall at UCSD. There is no charge for 
admission.

The handsomely-fashioned bronze 
likeness of Fray Junipero Serra, located in 
the Statuary Hall of the nations capitol, 
appropriately faces the one depicting 
George Washington. 


Surely there was something more than 
coincidence in the proximity of the two 
great pioneers, one the ‘‘Father of his 
country,’’ the other a ‘‘Father’’ of his 
Church. 

GEORGE WASHINGTON (1732 - 
1799) and Junipero Serra (1713-1784) 
were contemporaries in ideals as well as in 
time. They worked for a common cause, 
each in his own sphere. 


In 1776, the year associated with the 
Declaration of. Independence, Fray 
Junipero Serra established the Mission of 
San Francisco beside the Golden Gate. By 
the time of his death, less than a decade 
later, a new nation had been born. 


While George Washington and _ his 
patriots fought for independence, Fray 
Junipero introduced Christian civilization 
into an area that would eventually join 
forces as the 31st member of the 
American commonwealth. 


AT THE TIME there was little more

than a vast wilderness and a few French 
colonies between the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans. Chances are that Washington 
gave very little thought to California. 


When Spain entered the war with the 


, 


Washington and Serra compared 


English, the ‘‘perfidious heretics,” 
Serra’s sentiments identified immediately 
with those of Washington. He asked his 
fellow missionaries, in 1780, to be “‘most 
attentive in begging God to grant success 
to this public cause which is so favorable 
to our holy Catholic and Roman 
Church.”’ 


Personality-wise, Washington and 
Serra were resourceful innovators, stern 
disciplinarians and exemplary 
pacesetters. 


BOTH MEN fit the category of 
‘‘charismatic’’ leaders. Washington and 
Serra fulfilled their particular 
commissions, not alone by mandate, but 
rather in virtue of dynamic personalities 
which instilled an incredible loyalty and 
devotion among their respective peoples. 


Though George Washington and 
Junipero Serra differed considerably in 
their religious convictions, secular 
vocations and human endowments, the 
qualities they shared are exceedingly 
more impressive than the ones they 
differed in. ‘‘Great places make great 
men,’’ Oliver Wendell Holmes once 
observed. Washington and Serra, each in 


his own way, proved the enduring — 


wisdom of Holmes’ aphorism. 


As widely divergent as were their 
concepts about God, George Washington 
and Junipero Serra would surely have 
identified their sentiments in the 
following beautiful prayer subsequently 
composed by John Henry Newman. 


GOD CREATED me to do Him some 
definite service; He has committed some work 
to me which He has not committed to another. 
I have my mission — I may never know it in 
this life, but I shall be told it in the next. lama 
link in a chain, a bond of connection between 
persons. He has not created me for naught. I 
shall do good; I shall do His work. I shall be an 
angel of peace, a preacher of truth in my own 
place, while not intending it — if I do but keep 
His Commandments. Therefore will I trust 
Him. Whatever, wherever I am. I can never 
be thrown away. If I am in sickness, my 
sickness may serve Him: in perplexity, my 
perplexity may serve Him; in sorrow, my 
sorrow may serve Him. He does nothing in 
vain. He knows what He is about. He may 
take away my friends; He may throw me 
among strangers. He may make me feel 
desolate, make my spirits sink, hide my future 
from me — still He knows what He is about. 


Predictions differ on church-state future in Soviet Union 


By Barb Fraze 

(NC) — A front-page editorial in 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
newspaper, said that the election of 
Mikhail Gorbachev to head the Soviet 
government opens a ‘‘new era for the 
Soviet Union,’’ but U.S. observers saw 
little change likely in church-state 
relations. 


Gorbachev, a 54-year-old bureaucrat 
trained in law and agriculture, was 
elected general secretary of the Soviet 
Communist Party March 11, after the 
death of Soviet President Konstantin 
Chernenko. Chernenko, 73, died of heart 
failure March 10 after a long illness. 

‘*] DON’T think there’s going to be 
any substantial change,’’ Shlomo 
Lambroza, assistant professor of history 
at Georgetown University in 


Washington, said March 12. 


Father Casimir Pugevicius, executive 
director of Lithuanian Catholic Religious 
Aid, based in Brooklyn, N.Y., said that 
‘fone can only hope...that the new man 
would take a new look’’ at the 
imprisonment of priests in the Soviet 
Union. 


Father Pugevicius said that under 
Chernenko and his predecessor, Yuri 
Andropoyv, ‘‘things had _ steadily 
worsened’’ for Religious in the Soviet 
Union. 


‘“©WE’VE HAD more Catholic priests 
in prison under those two men than we 
had the previous 20 years,”’ he said. 


_ Father Pugevicius said he was ‘‘very 
pessimistic’ that the situation would 
improve under Gorbachev. 
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one handy resource book 
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... And Much More 
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He said during Gorbachev’s visit to 
Great Britain last December, everyone 
was calling him ‘‘a pleasant chap...until 
they brought up the question of religious 
freedom. Then he lost his cool.”’ 


ACCORDING TO a New York Times 
report Dec. 19, Gorbachev ‘‘showed his 
temper for the first time’ after a 
conservative member of Parliament 
questioned him about religious freedom 
in the Soviet Union. 


The Times said Gorbachev replied that 
Soviet citizens had to obey the law. He 
reportedly told the British Parliament not 
to be misled by press campaigns about 
persecution in the Soviet Union, since the 
West reacted to reports of a few 
individuals as if the Soviet Union had no 
laws. 


But Edward Doherty, an adviser for 
political and military affairs for the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, said March 12 that 
the Church in the Soviet state of 
Lithuania is ‘‘treated very badly; it is 
under harassment.’’

Lambroza, an expert in Soviet Jewry, 
said changes under Gorbachev will be 
made slowly, but ‘‘maybe in the long run 
there might be significant change.”’ 


He said Roman Catholics, Jews, 
Russian and Ukrainian Orthodox and 
Moslems are discriminated against in the 
Soviet Union, but the discrimination ‘‘is 
more subtle...more the act of 
discouragement.’’ 


“ESSENTIALLY THEY are 
discouraged from practicing their religion 
in a variety of ways,’’ he said. For 
instance, a person might be prevented 
from advancing within the Communist 
Party, he said. A man cannot study to be 
a Catholic priest in the Soviet Union, and 
there are only two seminaries for the 
Russian Orthodox, he said. 


The March 13 Vatican newspaper 
editorial said that ‘‘many observers 
believe he (Gorbachev) will work to 
rekindle the economy, at the cost of a 
lessened ideological orthodoxy.”’ 


The editorial also said Gorbachev ‘‘has 
had a brilliant career that has brought 
him to the summit of power.”’ 
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Feeling trapped in a relationship

unusual TV drama

NEW YORK (NC) — A program that is unusual in a 
number of ways is The Fourth Wise Man, a drama 
centered in spiritual values, airing Saturday, March 30, 


8-9 p.m. on ABC. 


One of the unusual things about the show is it was 
produced by a Catholic priest, Paulist Father Ellwood 
Kieser, in collaboration with a commercial network for 
presentation as a prime-time entertainment special. More 


important, however, is that the result of this juncture

between religion and commerce proves to be unusually 
good television. 


THE DRAMA is based on Henry Van Dyke’s classic 
short story The Other Wise Man, which tells of one Magi 
who was delayed in following the star to Bethlehem and 
who then spent the next 30 years searching for the new 
king. It used to be a standard in short story anthologies 
and many will recall having first read it as an English class 
assignment. 


This adaptation, scripted by Tom Fontana, who won 
an Emmy last year for his work on St, Elsewhere, is 
faithful to the original story but amplifies its spiritual 
dimensions while adding some light humor. 


The fourth Magi is Artaban (Martin Sheen), who 
interprets the heavenly star as the sign fulfilling the 
prophecies about the birth of a new king. He sells all he 
has to purchase three gems as a gift for the infant and sets 
off with his servant, Orantes (Alan Arkin), to join the 
three Magi who have begun their journey already. 


DELAYED BY a dying beggar who needs his skills as a 
doctor, Artaban is left behind by the other Magi and must 
sell one of his jewels to outfit his own caravan to cross the 
desert. When he arrives, the Holy Family has already fled 
to Egypt and he uses another gem as a bribe to save a 
child during Herod’s slaughter of the Innocents. 


His search in Egypt proves fruitless and Artaban 
returns to the Holy Land, where he comes upon a colony 
of beggars and outcasts who need him as a doctor and 
teacher. Years go by, the colony flourishes and Artaban 
all but gives up his search. 


But there will be a final encounter in Jerusalem that 
will give meaning to his life’s search for truth. 


THIS IS a deeply religious story and is unusually 
appropriate for viewing on the eve of Palm Sunday. Its 
values are universal — helping others in need, making 
ourselves better individuals — and they are put across 
effectively in dramatic terms. 


It has some outstanding performances, with Sheen’s 
Artaban winning our sympathy as he grows from the 
pride of youth to the humility of old age. Arkin as his 
servant is a fine actor in a serious role, but he also knows 
how to project an occasional aside of dead-pan humor.
